ED BUCHNER’S 
GRAPHIC TALE 


VOLUNTEER INJURED IN FIGHT WITH MEXICAN TELLS 
STORY OF BATTLE NEAR NACO—COULD HAVE GRAB- 
BED GUN FROM MEXICAN WHO FELL NEAR 
HIM, BUT DARED NOT MAKE MOVEMENT. 


That Ed Buchner, the young man who with others was 
fired upon by Mexicans at Naco on the night of the 1st is still 
living is nothing short of miraculous.. 

Sezied upon from behind and covered by five Mexican 
guns, shot by a cowardly would-be assassin from the rear, 

gain fired upon by his own men, who took i for a 
Mexican, Buchner succeeded in crawling for nearly a mile te 
a place of comparative safety till he could mak n to his 
s that he was wounded and come back within his own 
1g Hine. 
“Ed Buchner, assistant physical director of the Y. M C. 
A. in this city, left Bisbee on Friday night with fifteen other 
mounted men who went tœ Naco in answer to the call of Col. 
Greene for assistance. Arriving in Naco, the Bisbee party, 
after a hasty consultation, decided that they would recon- 
noitre along the international boundary, taking care to keep 
on their own side of the line. 

At the cattle corral just outside the little border town, 
they left their horses and deploying, twenty-six men started 
eastward from the town, 

Buchner was the eighth man to leave the corral, seven 
others at a distance of twenty feet apart preceding him, 

“We had gone perhaps.a half or three-quarters of a 
mile,” said Buchner in relating his experiences, when five 
men afoot_approached me, | thought nothing of the matter, 
supposing them to be of our own party. | let them come 
right upon me before | discovered my mistake, One of them 
dropped a mantle, and then | knew that | was up against a 
bunch of Mexicans, 

"Four of them covered me, one on either side and two in 
front, plac heir guns closeto my stomach, The fifth 
stole around to my rear. | was trying to watch him. | 
thought then that it was all off with me, 

“| had my six-shooter in my right hand and cocked, but 
| was afraid to shoot, fearing that they would cut me down 
before | could get any of them. 

“Then the one who had stolen back of me, reached from 
behind, and grabbed my six-shooter, wresting it from my 
hand, At the same time he gave me a push on the right 
shoulder that sent me reeling out of the range of his compa- 
dres. Then he shot at me, the bullet taking effect in the 
fleshy part of my right arm. i 

“j can not describe what followed. It was pandemonium, 
firing from both sides following the shot the Mexican took at 
me, | was right between the two fires, and how | escaped 
| can’t tell, The bullets whizzed so close to me that | could 
feel the wind made by their flight. 

“The next thing | did was to. drop to the ground, Then 
for the first time | noticed the excruciating pain in my arm, 
| lay there, looking toward the Mexicans, covering my face 
as best | could with my forearm. | could not get my weap- 
on, for the Mexicans stood all about me as they kept up an 
incessant firing. 

“1 could not tell how many shots were fired, when sud- 
denly the Mexican who had shot me and was still nearest to 
me dropped to the ground, grabbing at his stomach and doub- 
ling up in pain. | could have reached over and taken my 
gun as well as his own from him, but | was afraid that a 
move on my part would attract the fire of the Mexicans. So 
| kept perfectly quiet till the firing ceased, 

“Then after the firing had quieted down some, the Mex- 
icans began to gather up their dead and wounded. But one 
was killed so far as | know. Four others were wounded, 
some of them badly, | am sure, 

“As they took away their men they dragged them over 
me, even walking on my feetand ankles as they went. 
When they had withdrawn several rods | thought it advisa- 
ble to rise up on my hands and knees to take a look around, 
| soon discovered the error of my conclusions, 

"| had scarcely lifted myself from the ground when a 
Mexican in front of me, evidently protecting the retreat of his 
cormades, took a shot at me, the bullet digging up the ground 
a few inches from my side, It was a close call. | didn’t try 
to get up again in a hurry, | can tell you. 

“Then again, when | tried to get up and get away, my 
own men showered a volley all around me. got down 
again and tried with all my-patience to remain until all dan-

All of the Bisbee boys who arrived here this morning are 
well, Their coming was hailed with great delight by the 
Americans and better class of Mexicans, all of whom felt 
their presence in.Cananea would be sufficient to break the 
strike riots and restore order. How long the Bisbee contin 
gent will be here can not be stated tonight. It may be sev 
eral days. 
Investigation made in all parts of Cananea today devel- 
ops that only George and Will Metcalf and -fifteen Mexicans 
were killed in yesterday's clashes between the striking revolu- 
tionists and those who were protecting the lives of the Amer- 
icans as well as Mexicans who refused to join hands with 
the rioters. 

At 10 o'clock tonight Captain Rynning left here on a spe- 
cial train for Naco, expecting to arrive there about midnight. 
It is expected that several who have come here from Bisbee 
are with him, returning to their homes, 

What steps will be taken to prosecute the rioters have 
not yet been given out if any have been framed. On ac- 
count of the large number that engaged and the fact that 
there were practically no leaders at all, makes it possible 
that no general prosecution ofthe men will be attempted. It 
is believed that the mines and smelter will be running as us- 
ual some time next week.

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UNITED STATES TROOPS CANNOT LEAVE NACO. 


NACO, June 2.—(Special.)Four troops of the First 
Squadron of the Fort Huachuca cavalry arrived here today 
under command of Major Watts, and went into camp on this 
side of the line, where they are remaining subject to orders 
from the war department at Washington, D. Regular 
guard duty is being performed. It is believed tonight that 
the troops will be ordered back to the fort in a couple of days. 

This afternoon a telegram passed through here from 
United States Consul Galbraith at Cananea, it being feared 
at the time that there was great need of troops. It was ad- 
dressed to President Roosevelt,and read: "Crisis has heen 
reached, This is a time for immediate action. Send Fed- 
eral troops.” 

Later in the day the following telegram came to Major 
Watts from the war departme it at Washington, D, C.: “Ab- 
solutely and under no conditions are you to cross the line un- 
til further instructions." This left the only source through 
which the troops could be gotten,across at; the hands of 
President Diaz, who has issued orders to the contrary,
